ately against a Japanese advance which had pressed 
through the native section, driving the defensive force 
before it.

other foreign detachments were in patrol.

—America's dean of avia 
tors—Eddie Stinson is dead 


His long and sometimes 


perilous career as a flier 
come to an end early this 
morning in the Illinois Cen- 
tral hospital from injurie: 
suffered when a huge Stinson-De 
troiter plane fell to earth In a 
public links golf course In Jack 
son- Park, not far from the shore 
line of Lake Michigan. 


The accident occurred last eve 


ning while the noted flier and 
three companions were attempting 
to return to the Wayne, Mich, 
plant of the Detroit-Stlnson cor- 
poration of which he was presi- 
dent. 


While 
over the 
lake 
motoi 


trouble developed and Stinson ma- 
neuvered to make a 
safe , but 


forced landing. -The plane, how- 
ever struck a flagpole and was 
wrecked. Stinson, pmned beneath 
the wreckage suffered a crushed 
chest and .internal injuries which 
caused his death at 1 a. m, to- 
day. 


His three companions — Clark 


Held of Kalamazoo, Mich.; John 
Towklns of East Chicago, Ind., 
and Frederick Gillies of Chicago 
were Injured but less seriously. 


It was the first time Stinson had 


>een Injured In 20 years of fly- 
n». which had brought to him nu- 
nerous endurance records and the 
Utinction of having been in the 
ilr more than any other man In 
he history of aviation—more than 
4,000 hours, for a distance of 
learly 1,500,000 miles, the equiva-

The theory that man cannot at- 
tain a supreme life of success and 
happiness and an ultimate life of 
eternal bliss without having a co- 
operative relationship with God, 
was put forth 
by 
Rev. 
Max 
Strang, pastor of the Central Con- 
gregalional church, Dallas, al the 
Lions Group 16 meeting at the Na- 
varro hotel, Tuesday night. 
It 
was unanimously voted to have the 
next group meeting in Palestine 
sometime in April. About 200 rep- 
resentatives from Lions clubs in 
nine cities were present. 


A program replete with humor 
and musical numbers was given 
before the principal speaker WAS 
Introduced. 
Sydney Marks was 
the toastmaster. 
The Rev. Mr. Strang was intro- 


duced by Rev. P. Martin Baker, 
pastor of the Third avenue Pres- 
byterian ctiurch. 
In his opening 
remarks, the 
speaker 
declared 
that ideas behind such groups as 
the Lions group meeting often fail 
to objectfy their ainw, and often 
believe the things they are doing 
have no bearing' upon other and 
bigger things they do. "Humani- 
tarian ideals run on parallel lines," 
he went on, "and never meet, but 
we fail to see that God's actions 
will cross these lines. The result, 
is that we often fail to see the 
beautiful forest for looking at the 
trees, and miss the grand scope 
by paying more attention to mi- 
nor details.' 
Matter of Co-Operation. 
Speaking further on this train of 
thought, the Dallas pastor, said: 
"The 
true relationship 
between 


actions of man and God is one of 
co-operation.'' 
Here the speaker 
quoted George Eliot as saying the 
Deity 
cannot 
make a 
person's 


product more perfect without the 
help of that person. 
The Rev. Mr. Strang held that to 
come into a closer co-operative re- 
lationship with God one must have 
three characteristics. The first of 
these, he went on, is optimism. 
"The universe is weighted on the 
side of right,'' the speaker con- 
tinued. 
"Right is ever on the 
scaffold, and wrong is ever on the 
throne, but God sways the scaf- 
fold.' ' The Rev. Mr. Strang de- 
clared his idea of optimism is not 
a flimsy one, but man must stand 
look the 
face 
to 
overcome adversities by this vir- 
tue. Alluding to the present eco- 
nomic conditions, he said: "The 
compass needle can be diverted by 
a temporary lure but when the 
lure is removed, the needle will 
always swing back to the pole.'' 
Must Keep Courage Up. 
His second characteristic 
was 
lhal of courage. 
The 
speaker 
averred that in such times as the 
present, people must whistle to 
keep their courage up; must keep 
up their faith, and out of despair 
will come a successful, reconstruc- 
tion. 
"Present times demand a 
confidence in eelf, humanity, and 
God, and this confidence will breed 
courage. This is not a time for 
quitters, but demands that the 
troops be brought up to the colors, 
rather than the colors retreating. 
Here the speaker quoted a poem 
pointing out the idea that it Is 
not that "you are dead, but how 
you died that counts." 
It takes 
men of courage to answer this 
question to their consciences and 
their God." he went on. 
Reverence was the third char- 
acteristic, named by the speaker 
"If you and I win through t 
a successful, happy, and eterna 
blissful life, we must have intro 
duced a reverent sense of a high 
er spirit than we,' the Rev. Mr 
Strang declared. "The prime rea 
sn of our being in the prescn 
slough of economic despondenc 
is that we have lost our sense o 
reverence of the guiding spirit o 
the universe,'' he continued. Th 
Dallas pastor further averred tha 
if we ever hope to get back t 
normal economically it will b 
only on the basis of recognizin 
and revering this greater spirit 
The speaker said in closing: 
"I believe the individual and so 


ciety will find a more happy am 
successful' life in all aspects, an 
eventually the great reward onl;

GOVERNMENT SHOWS 


OPERATING DEFICIT 


BILLIONJND HALF 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 
26.—(IP)— 
The government's loss on its fi- 
nancial operations from last July 
1 to Jan. 23 passed the one and 
a half billion dollar mark on the 
latter date. 


At the close of business Jan. 
23 ,the 
treasury's statement—is- 
sued today—showed 
thv, govern- 
ment had collected from all sour- 
ces $1,224,738,582 and had spent 
$2,725,814,832 
leaving it with 
a 


deficit of $1,501,076,250. 


The deficit for the six months 
and 
23 days of the -1932 fiscal 
year was approximately $600,000,- 
000 more tha. 
for 
the 
entire 
preceding 
fiscal 
year 
when 
it 
amounted to $903,000,000. 


The billion and a half deficit 
however, was expected to increase 
as the remaining five months and 
eight days 
of the 
fiscal 
year 
passed and be at least $2,200,000,- 
000 next June 30. 


If the treasury's tax program 
is adopted by congress its $900,- 
000,000 more income a year is ex- 
pected to halt the deficit soon 
after it passes the $2,000,000,000 
rhark. 
Unless, however, congress 


raises that amount, the deficit is 
expected to soar above the figure 
set by treasury estimates,
